Says Greeks Were Worse Than Turks. 


Cut Off Victim's Thumb* And Ears 


And Gashed Bodies. 


Account* of the Smyrna horrors, 
told by an eye witness, Dr. Jam es L. 
Park. of Indiana, Pennsylvania, who 
graduated from G ettysburg College in 
the elas« of 1916, were recently re ­ 
produced from a letter w ritten by him 
from Constantinople. P arts of the let­ 
ter, as it appeared in a recent issue 
of the College paper, are given here, 
as they give a graphic account of the 
terrible scenes that took place in that 
city when it was entered by the Turks 
on September 9. 
On September 9, the Turks entered 
Sm yrna by force of arms, following 
pix hours in the rear of the ret real­ 
life Greeks. 
This followed the of­ 
fensive .begun on August 28 at Afium 
K arahissar. 
Prom the 9th to the 13th, looting 
and killing, narticularly of Armenians 
was carried on with a high hand, but 
it could not in any sense be called an 
organised massacre. 
I 
saw people 
being robbed and then shot, houses 
being tom open and the contents be­ 
ing strew n on the street*, the women 
carried off, the men shot or stabbed 
at their own door-steps, or driven out 
of the city in hands of from IOO to 
200, to be killed, forced to hold up 
their hands and shout for Kemai while 
Iming clubbed and jabbed by the bay­ 
onet. 
On the 18th of .September, at 3:00 
p. rn. fir© broke out in the Armenian 
quarter a t various places, finally con- 
verring into two huge raging furnaces 
by 7 o'clock and sweeping rapidly to ­ 
ward the w aterfront. 
The 100,000 
refugees and 100,000 inhabitants of 
Sm yrna were driven from their houses, 
finally all collecting on the quay, which 
became packed with a tremendous, te r­ 
ror-stricken throng, of such magnitude 
that I cannot yet take it in, or form 
a sufficient conception of the meaning 
of it. 
I have not told half of the things 
I have seen. 
The disgusting a fte r­ 
m ath, the bloated bodies of men, 
women and animals floating along 
the quav, the cart-loads of human 
bodies carried out of the city, the 
ftreets 
in the Arm enian 
quarters 
strew n with bodies and household 
goods, the depressing forest of char­ 
red ruins, representing w'ealth and 
prosperity th at is no more, and can­ 
not soon be again, the awful scram ­ 
ble and moaning, crushing mobs of
